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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 11, 15,17,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 1 & 15 depend from a cancelled claim, rendering them indefinite. Claims 
17 & 20 appear to be the same as claim 1 & 9 respectively, rendering them 
indefinite. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1,2,4,17,18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Nakamura et al (6,565,957). 

Nakamura et al discloses the claimed coating (claim 8) having the claimed 
compressive stress (claim 3) and thickness ((column 3, line 61) on the claimed 
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substrate (table I). The substrates are hones o the claimed roughness (column 4, 
line 56). 

5. Claims 1,2,17,18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Braendle (6,395,379). 

Braendle discloses the claimed coating having the claimed compressive stress 
and thickness (column 2, lines 54-56) on the claimed substrate (example 1). It is 
the examiner's position that JIS P40 provides the claimed cobalt content in the 
cemented carbide. 

6. Claims 1,17, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mitsubishi Material (JP 05-285740). 

Mitsubishi Material discloses the claimed coating having the claimed 
compressive stress (abstract) on the claimed substrate (paragraph 001 1 , line 2). 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1 0-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakamura et al (6,565,957). 
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Nakamura et al discloses the claimed invention except for the explicit disclosure 
of the claimed WC grain size. Nakamura et al does disclose that "fine" grain size 
may be used and list a grain size of 3 micron as "middle grain". 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the claimed 
grain size as the "fine" size in Nakamura et al, as this grain size is known in the 
cemented carbide art to provide the desired performance. 

9. Claims 5-6,8-9, 1 3-1 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Grotepass et al (5,376,444). 

Grotepass et al discloses that a diamond layer may be put under compressive 
stress by an additional layer (column 3, line 68- column 4, linel) on a substrate 
that may be cutting substrate. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the specifics of 
the claimed substrate and claimed physical properties of the coating are obvious 
design choices, as these conditions are known in the cutting art to provide 
improved performance of tools. 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2,4-6,8-20 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

1 1 . Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
